To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Royston  Urban  District  Council. 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969* 

The  population  continued  to  increase  by  a  little  more  than  the 
previous  year.  The  birth  rate,  although  almost  the  same  as  1 968  is 
still  higher  than  the  remainder  of  England  and  Wales,  the  county  and 
the  division  as  a  whole. 

Again  no  deaths  occurred  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
and  there  was  only  one  stillbirth  compared  to  five  in  1968. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  decreased  from  the  previous 
year,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  remaining  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels  and  the  second  commonest  cause  being  cancer. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  or  any  other  infective 

disease. 


There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  from  1968. 

Royston  remained  free  of  outbreaks  of  serious  epidemic  disease 
during  the  year  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory. 


I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  public  health, 
health  and  welfare  staff  in  Royston,  including  those  concerned  with 
administration,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

HOME  NURSING  -  SECTION  25  ~  ROYSTON 


The  staff  of  the  home  nursing  service  in  Royston  at  31st  December,  1969 
consisted  of  one  full  time  district  nurse/midwife  and  one  part  time  district 
nurse/midwif e.  The  staff  who  are  able  to  drive  cars  are  either  authorised 
to  use  their  own  vehicles  on  official  business,  or  have  been  provided  with 
county  owned  motor  vehicles. 

The  following  are  statistics  relating  to  the  work  of  the  home  nurses  in 
1969.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  made  5?  7^1  visits  to  225  patients.  52$  of 
the  patients  nursed  were  aged  65  or  over  and  they  were  visited  on  4,121 
occasions.  71$  of  all  visits,  therefore  were  made  to  this  age  group. 

LAUNDRY  SERVICE: 

N6  laundry  service  is  yet  available  in  the  area.  Incontinent  pads  are 
available  and  each  district  nurse  made  her  own  individual  arrangements,  for 
laundry .

MIDWIFERY  -  SECTION  23  ~  ROYSTON 

Ante  Natal  Instructionclasses  continue  to  be  held  in  all  the  clinics 
but  the  actual  ante-natal  care  and  supervision  is  provided  either  in  the 
G.P.'s  surgery  or  in  the  home* 

The  development  of  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  to  include  hospital 
deliveries  has  not  advanced  during  the  year. 

Guthrie  Testing  for  Phenylketonuria 

From  the  1st  October  1969  the  laboratory  work  involved  in  screening 
infants  born  in  this  area  for  phenylketonurif  jy  the  Guthrie  Test  was  taken 
over  by  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street.  The  Guthrie 
blood  test  has  replaced  phenistix  testing,  and  the  midwives  are  now  responsible 
for  collection  of  blood  samples. 

The  County  Council's  policy,  with  the  decline  in  birth  rate  and  of 
domiciliary  confinements,  to  appoint  district  nurse/mid wives  continued  during 
1969. 


All  midwives  are  authorised  to  use  their  private  motor  cars  on  official 
business  and  the  County  Council,  in  common  with  other  local  authorities, 
opera.te  an  assisted  car-purchase  scheme  for  staff  classified  as  "essential 
users." 


DIVISIONAL  VITAL  STATISTICS  1 96 9 


In  any  discussion  on  vital  statistics  it  should  he  remembered  that 
the  population  of  each  separate  district  of  North  Hertfordshire  represents 
a  relatively  small  basis  for  comparative  purposes.  Population  of  the  North 
Hertfordshire  Division*  however,  which  exceeds  150,000  may  be  considered 
sufficiently  large  for  valid  statistical  deductions  to  be  made,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  table  giving  the  overall  picture  of  the  vital  statistics  also 
includes  similar  statistics  for  the  Division  as  a  whole  for  comparison  with 
each  individual  district. 


Briefly,  from  a  divisional  point  of  view  all  the  rates  may  be  considered 
satisfactory.  The  infant  mortality  rate  slightly  exceeds  the  remainder  of 
Hertfordshire  but  not  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  birth  rate  was  higher 
than  for  the  remainder  of  the  county  and  the  country,  and  the  population  of 
the  Division  increased  during  1969  3,320,  natural  increase  being  1,567. 

The  continually  increasing  size  of  the  Division,  therefore,  can  be  seen  to  be 
duo  to  migration  into  the  area  rather  than  to  any  other  factor.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948  -  SECTION  47 

This  section  of  the  Act  is  concerned  with  the  compulsory  removal  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  from  their  homes  on  a  Court  Order,  or  in  emergency 
on  an  Order  signed  by  two  Medical  Practitioners  and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
Such  a  person  may  be  removed  to  a  County  Home  or  hospital  provided  that  all 
Sections  of  the  Act  are  satisfied. 

Such  action  was  not  necessary  during  1969* 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  SECTIONS  21-36: 

During  1969  the  shortage  of  geriatric  beds  at  Lister  Hospital  continued 
to  cause  difficulties  in  the  admission  of  patients  from  County  Council  Old 
Peoples  Homes  despite  the  utmost  help  and  co-operation  from  Dr.  C.  Firth  - 
Consultant  Geriatrician. 

The  heavy  demand  for  residential  accommodation  continued  -  the  waiting 
list  being  nine  men  and  forty  eight  women.  The  position  will  not  be  eased  by 
Government  restrictions  on  new  buildings,  and  the  situation  has  worsened. 


BLIND  WELFARE  -  NORTH  HERTS 


The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  31st  December  1969 
was  240  and  of  partially  sighted  117* 

Patients  were  visited  at  varying  intervals  throughout  the  year 
according  to  their  separate  needs*  Lessons  were  given  in  typewriting, 
Braille  and  Moon  ,  and  handicraft  lessons.  Applications  were  made  for 
wireless,  talking  books,  holidays  and  grants *  and  orders,  were  made  for 
R.N’.I.B..  apparatus.  Other  associations,  ate.,  were  contacted  where 
necessary.  Several  outings  to  the  seaside  and  country  were  arranged. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1999  -  SECTIONS  23,  26  and  29 

During  1969 j  83  patients  were  admitted  to  mental  hospitals  on  compulsory 
Orders  and  22  were  admitted  on  an  informal  basis. 

The  Social  Workers  dealt  with  549  mental  health  cases  during  1969.

Mrs.  J.  Williams  commenced  August  1969  as  full-time  Clerk  to  the 
Home  Help  Service  and  Mrs.  J.  Hussey  became  a  part-time  Clerk  in  the 
Service,  working  20  hours  per  week. 

Night  Sitter  Service 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Social  Welfare  Sub-Committee  on  8th  September 
1969  for  Night  Sitters  to  be  paid  at  the  same  rate  as  home  helps,,  (at  present 
5/5-4-d .  per  hour)  for  a  maximum  of  4  nights  per  week  and  the  householder  to 
receive  a  maximum  of  2  nights  per  week  unless  there  are  special  circumstances. 

This  is  a  much  more  realistic  rate  of  pay  than  the  former  15/-  per  night 
and  it  has  enabled  a  register  of  Night  Sitters  to  be  set  up  in  the  division, 
who  are  available  at  24  hours  notice.  The  Service  has  been  used  twice  and 
one  case  is  continuing  in  Stevenage  at  the  present  time.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  school  health  service  has  undergone  a  certain  amount  of 
streamlining,  and  a  selective  medical  system  has  now  been  introduced  and 
satisfactorily  established  in  this  division*  This  system  has  not  in  any 
way  reduced  the  scale  of  the  school  health  service  but  channelled  it  into 
dealing  in  a  different  way  with  problems  as  they  arise. 

It  is  now  possible  for  the  headteachers  to  have  specific  consultation 
sessions  with  their  school  medical  officer  apart  from  routine  medical 
examination  periods.  This  extension  of  the  service  should  be  encouraged 
since  it  will  promote  a  closer  understanding  of  each  others  problems 
between  the  schools  and  the  school  health  service.  Those  arrangements 
have  also  greatly  facilitated  the  discussion  of  problems  as  they  arise. 

Dr.  F.  E.  Woodthorpe  -  School  Medical  Officer  reports: 

1.  Cleanliness:  On  the  whole  I  found  the  standard  of  cleanliness 

quite  high,  there  were  the  odd  few  children  who  appeared  in  rather 
grey  underclothes. 

2.  Teeth :  I  have  seen  only  few  cases  of  dental  caries,  and  most  of 

these  seem  to  be  having  dental  treatment. 

3.  Skin :  Seen  very  few  plantar  warts,  the  Health  Visitors  seem  to 

deal  with  this  problem  very  adequately.  There  are  plenty  of 
cases  of  eczema  of  hands,  face,  elbows,  knees  and  I  have  seen 
about  two  cases  of  ichthyosis. 

4.  Warts :  These  seem  to  be  quite  common  on  the  hands  and  more  frequently 

in  the  boys,  and  also  seem  to  occur  in  all  age  groups. 

3.  Eyes:  Defects  of  vision  seem  to  be  very  common  between  the  ages  of 

9-13  years.  Have  picked  up  several  cases  of  colour  blindness 
again  more  so  in  the  boys, 

6.  Hearing:  Audiology  clinics  and  general  ear  testing  proves  quite 

invaluable  in  school  health  work. 

7.  Nose  and  Throat:  Nasal  catarrh  serif's  to  be  very  common.  There  are 

also  plenty  of  enlarged  tonsils  to  be  seen  and  mouth  breathers 
around  the  junior  schools, 

8.  Development :  There  seeKs  to  be  a  lot  of  overweight  children.  The 

breakfasts  of  the  juniors  seems  to  be  starchy  cereals.  The  boys 
and  girls  of  the  Grammar  and  Secondary  schools  all  seem" on  the 
whole  to  be  tall  and  of  big  build. 


School  Health  Service  continued:- 


9»  Feet :  Have  seen  very  few  corns  or  callosities. 

10.  Stability:  With  very  few  exceptions  the  children  seem  to  be  very 

happy  at  school,  and  a  great  many  seem  to  prefer  school  to  being 
at  home.  With  mothers  and  fathers  out  at  work  home  seems  to  be  a 
shelter  for  eating  and  sleeping.  The  great  majority  of  the  teenagers 
seem  -•  have  very  little  in  the  v/ay  of  hobbies  at  home,  but  this  may 
be  due  to  the  pressure  of  school  work  for  future  examinations. 

11.  Abdomen:  Except  for  the  cases  of  undescended  testes  in  the  boys 

I  have  not  found  any  abnormal  abdomens.  I  have  also  been  rather 
amazed  that  the  incidence  of  hernia  has  been  so  uncommon. 


Dr.  A.  Derola  -  School  Medical  Officer  reports: 

1.  Cleanliness:  I  find  a  high  standard  of  personal  hygiene  among  the 

children  of  ^-6  years  old,  with  a  few  exceptions  (children 
belonging  to  problem  families). 

2.  Infestation:  I  have  not  seen  any  children  with  lice  infestation.  This 

is  probably  due  to  the  thorough  work  of  health  visitors  who  inspect 
and  exclude  the  children  from  school  and  see  that  treatment  i& 
carried  out. 

3.  Teeth:  High  incidence  of  dental  caries,  quite  good  attendance  at  dental 

clinics.  It  appears  that  fluoride  is  indicated.  In  cases  of 
multiple  caries,  I  advise  parents  to  buy  fluoride  at  local  chemists 
(1  drop  daily  in  a  glass  of  water).  This  seems  to  have  a  beneficial 
effect • 

4.  Skin:  Infantile  exzema  as  in  previous  years.  I  have  seen  three  cases 

of  impetigo  in  the  same  school,  but  all  were  under  treatment. 

One  case  of  scabies  (  on  hands  and  chest).  Warts  and  athletes  foot 
not  infrequent.  Occasional  plantar  warts. 

3'*  Speech:  Quite  a  number  o  f  school  entrants  with  speech  defects  improve 
after  the  first  school  term  and  after  about  a  year  speech  becomes 
normal.  The  true  dyslalia  case  is  not  common. 

6.  Lymph  Glands.  I  noticed  palpable  cervical  lymph  glands  among  school 
children.  This  was  confined  to  certain  schools  only.  I  think 
it  would  be  interesting  to  follow  the  pattern  of  distribution  and 
cause  of  this  seasonal  (autumn  and  winter),  symptomless,  enlargement 
of  cervical  lymph  glands. 


School  Kfealth  Service  continued: 


7*  Lungs :  I  came  across  about  5  cases  of  cystic  fibrosis,  aged  from  5“15» 
all  being  under  constant  medical  supervision  and  treatment,  and 
making  satisfactory  school  progress. 

8.  Hernia:  Low  incidence  of  hernia. 

9.  Orthopaedic :  I  have  seen  one  case  of  typical  "kissing  patellae"  condition 

in  a  five  year  old  girl.  She  attends  surgical  follow  up  clinic. 

?  awaiting  operation  at  the  age  of  6/7  (Roebuck  Infants) • 

One  bilateral  Perthe’s  disease  in  a  boy  of  5  years  old  under  treatment 
Wears  bilatoral  calipers  and  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 

I  have  seen  at  least  2  children  with  spina  bifida  (all  surgically 
treated)  attending  normal  school. 

10.  Posture:  Rare  incidence  of  mal  posture  among  5  year  olds. 

11.  I  have  noticed  a  high  incidence  of  nocturnal  eneuneis.  This 
causes  great  anxiety  to  parents  and  children. 

12  A  great  number  of  overweight  children  among  juniors  and  seniors 

mainly  due  to  faulty  diet  and  some  due  to  compulsive  eating.

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  supply  piped  water  to  the  whole  of  the 
Urban  District  and  there  have  not  been  any  difficulties  experienced  in 
either  the  quality  of  the  water  or  in  the  supply®  Sampling  of  the  water 
is  undertaken  in  the  main  by  the  Company  who  have  reported  upon  2 43 
bacteriological  and  10  chemical  samples  of  water  as  being  satisfactory 
and  of  a  purity  suitable  for  a  public  water  supply®  Further  samples 
were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  for  bacteriologi¬ 
cal  examination  at  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory,  these  also 
were  reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory®

SCHOOL  SWIMMING  POOLS 


During  the  year  the  new  senior  school  came  into  use  and  is  equipped 
with  a  covered  heated  swimming  pool.  The  open  air  pool  at  the  former 
Meridian  School  is  now  used  by  the  middle  school.  Each  are  equipped 
with  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  and  are  regularly  sampled  by  the 
County  Health  Inspector  with  satisfactory  results. 
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HOUSING 


(a)  New  Properties 

New  properties  erected  during  the  year  numbered  12  houses  and  6 
bungalows  by  the  Local  Authority  and  159  houses  by  private  enterprise . 

(b)  Slum  Clearance 

Following  upon  the  inspection  of  older  properties  commenced  last  year 
2  demolition  orders  and  1  closing  order  were  made  and  the  families  rehousedo 
Protracted  negotiations  took  place  during  the  year  with  the  owners  of  10 
properties  considered  unfit  with  a  result  that  proposals  to  improve  the 
properties  were  finally  agreed.  It  is  intended  that  this  area,  although 
small,  should  become  an  improvement  area  so  that  it  may  be  a  pilot  scheme 
for  improvement  of  the  whole  environment.  The  owners  and  the  Local 
Authority  co-operating  in  the  scheme. 

(c )  Improvement 

The  changes  in  improvement  grants  foreshadowed  by  the  Government  White 
Paper  duly  appeared  in  the  form  of  the  Housing  Act  19&9«  Amounts  of 
standard  grants  were  raised  from  £155  to  £200,  the  requirements  for  a  larder 
deleted  and  in  its  place  grant  aid  towards  a  sink  inserted.  The  amount 
available  for  the  building  of  a  new  structure  to  form  a  bathroom  was  also 
raised  from  £350  to  £450.  The  upper  limit  of  discretionary  grants  was 
raised  substantially  from  £400  to  £1,000  with  an  even  greater  limit  of 
£1,200  where  houses  over  two  stories  were  to  be  converted  into  flats. 

The  12  point  standard  remained  the  same  but  within  this  Local  Authoritys 
were  given  far  greater  discretion  as  to  what  they  may  grant  aid.  Repairs 
associated  with  improvements  also  became  grant  aided.  This  again  was 
within  the  Local  Authoritys  discretion  as  to  the  extent  of  aid. 

A  change  in  rent  structure  was  given  in  the  Act  whereby  improved 
properties  with  controlled  tenancies  could  be  taken  out  of  control  and 
a  fair  rent  registered  by  the  Rent  Officer  this  affording  owners  a  greater 
return  on  the  money  expended  on  improvements. 

Completion  of  the  improvement  of  8  council  properties  mentioned  last 
year  took  place.  Opportunity  was  taken  with  the  collaberation  of  the 
National  Goal  Board  and  the  Coal  Utilization  Council  to  open  one  of  the 
improved  houses  as  a  show  house.  It  is  always  very  difficult  to  assess 
any  tangible  results  from  this  type  of  operation  but  it  is  known  that 
owners  improved  5  houses  following  inspection.  The  show  house  was  open 
for  two  periods  each  day  for  two  weeks  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
was  in  attendance  throughout  to  give  help  and  advice*,  Acknowledgement 
must  also  be  given  to  local  merchants  and  installers  who  assisted. 
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GRANTS 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  that  the  number  of  Standard 
Grant  application  increased  by  about  5 0 %  with  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  amount  paid  by  way  of  grant  compared  with  the  preceeding  year.  This 
is  very  pleasing  but  must  be  maintained  and  every  effort  made  to  increase 
still  further  the  improvements  to  the  older  type  of  property. 

Discretionary  improvement  grants  remained  at  the  same  level  as  in 
the  previous  year.  One  application  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  it 
benefitted  the  occupying  family  in  particular  and  not  the  property  in 
general  and  the  work  had  commenced  and  was  virtually  completed  before 
the  application  was  considered.

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CARAVANS  AND  GYPSIES 


Two  caravans  sites  each  containing  one  caravan,  exist  within  the 
district,  no  problems  have  arisen  from  these.  One  further  single 
caravan  site  was  licensed  and  planning  permission  given  during  the  year 
but  had  not  been  occupied  by  the  year  end. 

Gypsies  and  other  travellers  caused  a  problem  on  three  occasions 
during  the  summer  and  autumn »  The  land  at  Willowside  Way  Poultry  Farm 
was  occupied  on  three  occasions  without  permission  with  up  to  8  vans 
together  with  the  usual  assortment  of  tents  and  vehicles «  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  Police  these  people  were  moved  off  leaving  behind 
them  an  apalling  collection  of  dejecta  ranging  from  whole  motor 
vehicles  to  mattresses  and  rotted  food.  This  is  a  problem  that  will 
not  be  reduced  until  sufficient  sites  are  provided  for  permanent  resi¬ 
dence  and  thereby  control  maintained  over  these  peoples  living  conditions 
and  the  despoilation  of  the  countryside  with  their  refuse.

There  were  94  complaints  about  rat  infestations  and  one  regarding 
mice,  this  shows  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  years  notifi¬ 
cations  -  560  This  may  be  due  in  part  to  greater  awareness  by  the 
public  of  the  menace  associated  with  rats  and  in  part  to  the  generally 
mild  winter  and  absence  of  late  frosts  in  the  spring.  Sightings  of 
rats  on  the  refuse  tip  have  increased  this  year,  the  contractors  have 
responded  by  increased  visits  and  baiting  points. 

Sewer  infestations  was  again  observed  during  the  annual  treatment 
but  only  on  a  very  minor  scale. 

WASPS 


This  has  been  a  bad  year  for  wasps  nest  complaints,  44  were 
received  as  against  only  10  last  year.  It  is  generally  possible  to 
destroy  the  nests  although  difficulty  is  experienced  in  dealing  with 
those  in  inaccessable  positions  in  roofs  or  cavity  walls  where  the 
exact  position  of  the  nest  is  not  known. 
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OTHER  INSECTS 


One  complaint  of  bugs  was  received,  this  is  a  rareity  in  a 
country  district  in  modern  times 0  '^he  infestation  was  successfully 
treated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  found  on  investigation 
that  it  had  been  brought  in  the  house  in  second-hand  bedding,,  The 
infestation  serves  to  show  that  care  is  still  needed  when  obtaining 
second-hand  bedding  or  furniture  from  unknown  sources  however  good 
they  may  appear „

The  first  complaint  concerned  a  small  quantity  of  ham  purchased 
in  another  district  alleged  to  be  sour.  This  complaint  was  referred 
to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district  concerned  for 
investigation..  The  other  complaint  alleged  the  finding  of  a  beetle 
in  a  tin  of  meat  from  a  national  supplier.  On  investigation  the  tin 
and  contents  were  not  available  but  the  attention  of  the  suppliers 
were  drawn  to  the  matter  who  then  visited  the  complainant. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  food  complaints  it  is  essential  that 
allagation  of  foreign  bodies  or  unfit  food  are  brought  to  notice 
immediately  they  are  discovered  by  public,  ^he  offending  article 
must  be  produced,  as  far  as  possible,  in  its  original  condition  so 
that  proper  action  can  be  taken  without  delay.
